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THE PRESIDENT LEAVES | 
ST. LOUIS FOR CAPITAL | 


Attended Church Yesterday. and 
Took a Drive. 


FOLLOWED BY MANY VEHICLES 


Crowd in Autos and Carriages Held at 
Distance by Soldiers and Secret 


Service Men. 


ST. LOUIS, Nov. 28.—Promptly on sched- 
ule time the special train carrying Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, his wife and daughter, and 
the mebbers of his party, departed from the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition, where it 
had been parked since the arrival of the 
Presidential party Saturday morning, for 
Washington at 12:01 this morning. 

None of the party had retired when the 
train left the Exposition grounds, and just 
before the signal was given to the engi- 
neer to start the return journey President 
Roosevelt walked to the rear observation 
platform, where he was joined by the other 
gentlemen in the party. 

About the car were stationed nearly a 
hundred members of the local police force, 
besides the two companies of regulars that 
have formed the President’s guard during 
his visit to the World’s Fair. President 
Roosevelt walked to the rear rail of the 
Observation platform and said: ¢ 

“J thank you, gentlemen, for the kind 
attention you have shown me during my 
visit to St. Louis, and I appreciate it very 
much,”’ 

Just as the train started President Roose- 
velt called: “‘Good night, all,”” as did all the 
other members of the party who were on 
the platform. 

The same precautions were taken to 
guard the departure of the Presidential 
special from accidents as were taken on its 
arrival. 

After a late family breakfast at the resi- 
dence of William H. Thompson, the Treas- 
urer of the Exposition Company, who en- 
tertained the President, Mrs. Roosevelt, 
Miss Alice Roosevelt, Secretary and Mrs. 
Loeb, and Dr. P. M. Rixey, the President 
and party attended divine service at 11 
o'clock In the Second Presbyterian Church. 

It was known that the President would 
attend the morning service at this church, 
and long before the hour of his arrival the 
streets in that vicinity were banked with 
people almost from curb to curb, A con- 
siderable crowd assembled also near the 
Thompson residence. As the President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt descended the steps of the 
house to enter their carriage the people 
respectfully uncovered, but there was no 
noisy d@monstration. Both he and Mrs. 
Roosevelt acknowledged the silent saluta- 
tation of the crowd—the former by tipping 
his hat and the latter by bowing and smil- 
ing. 

Careful precautions were taken by the 
officers to insure the personal safety of 
the President. The President’s carriage 
was surrounded by Secret Service officers, 
and two picked Zergeants of the Eighth 
United States Cavalry -ode, one on ea7zn 
side of the carriage, both going to and 
returning from the churcn. 

As the President’s carriage stopped at 
the church entrance the crowd couid re- 
strain its friendly feeling no longer. Hearty 
cheers were given for the President, which 
he acknowledged by tipping his hat. 

The service was conducted and the ser- 
mon preached by the Rev. Dr. 8. J. Nic- 
colis, pastor of the church. No reference 
Was made by the pastor in his sermon to 
the President, and only the usual supplica- 
tion was offered in his final prayer for the 
safety and wise conduct of the President 
of the United States. 

After luncheon the President and Mrs. 
Roosevelt received informally a few per- 
@onal friends who ca. ~4 to pay their re- 
spects. The President als» greeted one of 
his ex-comrades in the Rough Riders, Pri- 
vate Schroeder of Muskogee, Indian Terri- 
tory, who now is connected with the Indian 
police of the Territory. He had come to St. 
Louis expressly to see the President. 

At 4 o’clock the party went for an extend- 
ed drive. In the carriage with the President 
were Mrs. Roosevelt, Secretary Loeb, and 
Mayor Wells of St. Louis. Other members 
of the party followed in carriages. The 
drive extended through Forest Park and 
over the residential boulevards in that part 
of the city, 

As soon as the President was recognized 
in his carriage people followed him in ve- 
hicles of all sorts, principally automobiles. 
Many of the drivers of the automobiles 
endeavored to pass the President's carriage, 
but they were cut out in every instance by 
the Secret Service officers, who had a 
) lively time in keeping them back. On his 
return trip the President was followed by 
@ procession of more than 200 vehicles. 

To-night the President and Mrs. Roove- 
velt, Miss Roosevelt, Secretary and Mrs. 
Toeb, Dr. Rixey, and Mr. and Mrs. Thomp- 
s0n were entertained at dinner at 8 o'clock 
by Mr. and Mrs. Francis at their residence.

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TAFT ARRIVES AT PANAMA. | CHARGED WITH OFFERING 


Our Sole Intention Is to Build the Canal, 
He Tells Amador. 


PANAMA, Nov. 27.—Secretary of War 
Taft-and party arrived at Colon this morn- 
ing on board the United States cruiser Co- 
lumbia. Mr. Taft was received on shore

@ special train to Panama, where he was 
offficially received by a committee and 
quartered at the residence of Mr. Wallace, 
Chief Engineer in charge of the construc- 


tion of the Panama Canal. 

Mr. Taft was received by President Ama- 
dor and the Panama Cabinet at 4 o’clock 
this afternoon. After greetings had been 
exchanged tthe Secretary said: 

“It is a pleasure to bring the greetings 
of the President of the United States and 


to congratulate Panama upon the propi- 
tious beginning of a long and prosperous 
life—in fact, a life that is to be a peaceful 
one, and one in which the President and 
people of the United States are most willing 
assistants. 

“The United States has no intention in 
the Isthmus other than to build the canal 
for the benefit of Panama, the United 
States, and mankind. There is no desire to 
exercise further power. I will in the next 
few days confer on those matters about 
which discussion has arisen, and hope to 
reach a solution full of honor to both coun- 
tries. 

“T have the great honor to present the 
personal greeting of President Roosevelt 
and expressions of profound good-will.” 

President Amador in reply said: 

“Your arrival in Panama and the pur- 
pose that brings you is the highest honor 
this republic has received since it was born. 
The Government and people will know how 
to appreciate this new proof of sympathy, 
with which the United States has desired 
once more to distinguish us.” 

President Amador later in the day re- 
turned Secretary Taft’s official call. 

The first conference between Secretary 
Taft and President Amador will take place 
at Government House to-morrow. 


ATTACKS CANAL COMMISSION. 


Engineer Says Employes Do Not Get a 
Square Deal. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—An engineer in 


the service of the Panama Commission has 
written a letter to a friend in this city, 


complaining of the methods of the commis-, 


sion in dealing with men who have been 
taken from this country to work on the 
canal. The writer was formerly employed 
by the old Panama Company and on the 
Nicaragua survey in 1899. The writer says: 

“The Canal Commission is giving us ‘a 
dirty deal’ all around. They hired a lot.of 
us, agreeing to pay all of our expenses 
while here, hut soon after we got here they 
informed us that no expenses would be 
paid, and that if we did not like it we could 
quit and go home. 

“When we got on the steamer in New 
York City they had written contracts for 
us to sign, stating our salary, and that our 
expenses were to be paid; that we were to 
have six weeks’ vacation in each year, and 
that we could have a fifteen-dollar rate 
home to New York; for our vacation also 
we could have a fifteen-dollar rate for 
members of our immediate families who 
might want to come down. 

“As soon as they changed their minds 
about it they informed us that the original 
contract was at an end, but if we wanted 
to stay under the new terms we could. 
They sent us new papers, which simply 
stated that we were employed in a certain 
position at a certain salary, and that was 
all. 

‘*A rodman’s salary is $75 per month, 
and he must pay his expenses out of that. 
We have to buy our own provisions and 
hire our own cook and helpers around the 
camp. 

** We are living in some of the old canal 
buildings, near a little darky settlement of 
300 or 400 people. This is a mean country 
to work over. It had all been cleared for 
a number of miles back from the river, 
and it has all grown up again with a thick 
second growth of brush and vines. 

“We have quite a little sickness among 
the men, but nothing serious yet. I think 
the Commissioners will have to do the 
right thing by us before there is a canal 
built down here.”

TO FIX O'DONNELL JURY 


Trap Laid for a Lawyer and Juror 
and Their Arrest Follows. 


DETECTIVE HAD THE $1,000 


All Marked and Ready to Pay, but No 
Transfer of Cash Was 
Made. 


Leo Cohen of 50 Morningside Avenue, who 
has been serving as a juror, and Herbert 
L Kamber, a lawyer at 99 Nassau Street, 
were locked up at Police Headquarters yes- 
terday afternoon charged with offering to 
bribe a jury in Part XIII. of the Trial Term 


of the Supreme Court. Warrants for their 
arrest were issued by Magistrate Olmsted. 
Both protested their innocence. 

The jury is one that has been sitting in 
the action concerning the will of Hugh 
O'Donnell, in which Andrew O'Donnell and 
others, the natural heirs of the deceased, 
maintain that they are entitled to the 
$750,000 bequeather by the elder O'Donnell 
to various institutions. The attorney for 
the heirs is Thomas J. Bracken of 67 Wall 
Street. 

In an affidavit of James'E. O’Donnell, a 
nephew of the testator, which is now in the 
possession of Assistant District Attorney 
Gans, who has charge of the case, Mr. 
O'Donnell says that one day last week 
he was standing in the corridor of the Coun- 
ty Court House when a clerk in Mr. Brack- 
en's office approached him and said: 

“A man who went to school with me 
would like very much to see you. He thinks 
you may find it advisable to employ him,” 

The clerk then presented Mr. Kamber. 
Mr. O’Donnell alleges that after conversing 
with Kamber for a few minutes in a general 
way, the latter said he had a friend on the 
O'Donnell jury who could fix things to the 
satisfaction of the heirs, if he had sufficient 
inducement. 

“Is that so? How much will it cost?” 
Mr. O’Donnell asked. 

Kamber, according to the affidavit, said 
that was a matter which could be discussed 
later. Mr. O'Donnell thereupon told Kam- 
ber that he would consult with his attorney 
and see him later about the matter. 

Mr. O'Donnell says that he then laid the 
proposition before Mr. Bracken, with the 
result that Detective Mason of the Pinker- 
ton staff was engaged to complete the 
transaction. After the recess of the court 
on that day the detective was introduced 
to Kamber by Mr. O’Donnell as his cousin 
from Michigan, ‘“‘ Martin O'Donnell.’ 

“This is the man to do business with,”’ 
said O'Donnell, as he left Kamber and the 
detective by themselves. 


DETECTIVE MAKES ALLEGED DEAL. 


Mason ‘thereafter “thet Kamber several 
times, and talked with him about “ fixing 
things.” During these conversations, the 
detective says in an affidavit, Kamrber said 
that it would cost $1,000 to bring about 
the desired end. Acting under. instructions, 
Mason expressed doubt to Kamber that the 
deal could be carried out. He asked Kam- 
ber what assurance he could give him that 
this friend of his would be able to influence 
the jury, and each time, he alleges, Kam- 
ber replied that it would be all right. 
Finally Mason declared that he would not 
agree to the proposition unless he person- 
ally could see the juror and be told by him 
that he could “deliver the goods.” An

MRS. BENEDICT’S JEWELS GONE. 


Diamonds Left in a Bag at the Strath- 
more After the Opera. 


Mrs. Caroline Jeannette, proprietress of 
the Strathmore’ Hotel, at 11 East Thirty- 
second Street, reported to the police of the 
West Thirtieth Street Station last night 
that diamonds Valued at $5,000 had disap- 
peared from her hotel. She said that they 
were the property of a guest, Mrs. Fred 
erick H. Benedict, daughter of the late 
Frederic R. Coudert and daughter-in-law of 
E. C. Benedict, the banker. ° 

According to the story told by Capt. Cot- 
trell of the Tenderloiy Station, who said 
that his information came from Mrs, Jean- 
nette, Mrs. Benedict attended the opera 
Wednesday night and wore the diamonds 
which are now lost. They consist of a dia- 
mond sunburst, dagger, and butterfly. She 
returned to her room from the opera and 
put the jewels in a chamios bag, which she 


left there. 

Mrs. Jeannette reported that on Thurs- 
day Mrs. Benedict deposited the jewels in 
the bag with one of the clerks. On starting 
for Washington Saturday, Mrs. Benedict is 
said to have made inquiries for the jewels, 
but they were not to be found. 

From Washington yesterday she’ com- 
municated with Chief McClusky of the De- 
tective Bureau, saying that she would come 
at once to this city to consult with him. 

Later a telegram was received by the 
Inspector purporting to be signed by Mrs. 
Benedict, in which she informed the In- 
spector to send a man to consult with her 
at 53 East Fiftieth Street. Detective Sergt. 
Flannelly went to the address given and 
found that it was a corner of the Roman 
Catholic episcopal residence. 

Meantime Mrs. Jeannette reported the 
matter to Capt. Cottrell. He, with De- 
tective Sergts. Rheaume and Sullivan and 
other sleuths, went to the hotel and ques- 
tioned all the employes. The police be- 
lieve that it was an “ inside job.” 


POLISH WOMEN KNOUTED. 


Reservists’ Wives Treated with Awful 
Brutality—At Least One Killed.

BERLIN, Nov. 27.—Infuriated by the 
unwillingness of the Polish troops to 
leave their wives and children, the Rus- 
sian authorities at Kutno, a town on the 
Polish frontier, have treated the people 
in a manner almost incredibly cruel. 

It is known that one. woman has been 
knouted to death and that a number of 
others have been injured. Fifty persons 
have been thrown into jail. 
prisoners were tortured 
sciousness. 

Details of the brutalities are lacking, 
but it seems that Cossacks tore the re- 
servists from ,the arms of their wives 
and children and then knouted the wo- 
men ‘Who followed eeeetaaree te into 
the streets. 

In cases where reservists could not be 
found their wives were dragged by their 
hair into the streets and there beaten. 
The chief official of the district and the 
Colonel of a regiment are said to have 
looked on while this was being done.

They found their 
man waiting for them, and after a short 
conversation Kamber, it is asserted, sug- 
gested that the three had better go to the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel. This was agreeable 
all around, and when they reached the hotel 
it was suggested that the thing to do would 
be to hire a room so that the deliberations 
might be conducted in strict privacy. 

Mason demanded that the juror make his 
appearance, and shortly afterward a man 
entered the room who was introduced as 
Leo Cohen, the juror. 

In his affidavit Mason says he at once in- 
sisted upon having a definite understanding 
of the whole affair, and asked Cohen to tell 
him precisely how he would be in a position 
to control the jury. In response, it is al- 
leged that Cohen said he would stand fast 
for a verdict for the defendant, and that he 
would either get such a verdict or there 
would be a disagreement, as there were two 
other jurymen he could swing. 

Then Mason states that he inquired of 

ohen as to the amount of money which 
was to figure in the transaction, ahd 
Cohen observed that he himself must have 
$1,000 net, and that Kamber would have to 
be taken care of separately. 


DETECTIVE PRODUCES MONEY. 


The detective had gone prepared with ten 
new $100 bills, each carefully market for 
subsequent identification, and these he drew 
from his pocket in the juror’s presence. 
Mason says that he told Cohen that his of- 
fer was satisfactory, and that he and Kam- 
ber would each receive $1,000 for their part 
in the deal. Cohen, it is alleged; tried hard 
to induce Mason to turn the money over to 
him then and there, but the detective 
sought to impress upon him-the delicate 
character of the transaction, and told him 
he would prefer to wait a little while before 
paying the money. 

Another meeting was arranged for yes- 
terday afternoon at 5 o'clock at the Grand 
Union Hotel, at Park Avenue and Forty-, 
second Street. The suspects appeared, but , 
the police say they became suspicious and :

Repairing Damages, It Is Said, 
of Lighter Explosion. 


One workman was killed and four others 
were badly injured in an explosion in the 
generating house of the Consolidated Gas 
Company’s plant in West Forty-fourth 
Street between Eleventh and ‘Twelfth Ave- 
nues yesterday morning. Great sheets of 
flame shot out from the windows on Forty- 
fourth Street and from those on Eleventh 
Avenue, 
whom were thrown from their feet. 

The explosion shook the houses for two 
blocks, waking late sleepers and sending 
others into the streets to find out what 


had happened. Sergt. McCann, hearing the 
report in the West. Forty-seventh Street 
Police Station, hurried the reserves to the 
scene of the accident. They had considera- 
ble difficulty in keeping the crowd away 
until they said that any one of the great 
tanks in the neighborhood was likely to ex- 
plode. This cleared the streets. 

James T. Kane, seventeen years old, of 
676 Eleventh Avenue died in the Roosevelt 
Hospital two hours after the explosion. His 
skull was fractured. Others who were 
taken to Roosevelt Hospital were: 

Patrick Barry, thirty-nine years old, of 
540 West Fifty-second Street, who had 
lacerations of the right hand and left leg.

“Our crops this year exceed their aver- 
age value by $50,000,000. Our foreign trade 
shows an improvement over that of 1003, 
and I expect it will reach a total of $35v,- 
000,000, The prices of commodities have 
been slightly increased, but our financial 
and economic conditions remain unaffected.

Both parties agree regarding the necessity 
of opening all Manchuria to foreign trade 
and of adopting toward China measures 
calculated to preserve the peace of the 
Orient, but whi'e the Sei-Yu-Kai leader 
speaks merely of prosecuting Japanese com- 
mercial and industrial -enterprise in China 
and thereby spreading the principles of 
progress, the Progressives explicitly regret 
the weakness of Chinese diplomacy and 
urge the increase of Japan's Influence in 
the interests of China’s welfare. 


MAY BUILD RUSSIAN NAVY. 


Lewis Nixon Plans to D6 the Work In 
Sevastopol in Record Time. 


Lewis Nixon will go to Russia within a 
few weeks, and, it is understood, will begin 
the task of upbuilding and reorganizing the 
Czar’s navy, though Mr. Nixon, when ap- 
peaied to for confirmation declined to dis- 


' cuss the matter further than to admit that 


drove their wedge down along the railway 
line.

“The miiltary and naval plan of Rus- 
sia seem$ to centre in the relief of Port 
Arthur, and Gen. Kuropatkin’s southward 
advance, which resulted in his serious de- 
feat, had the relief of the garrison as its 
sole object. The Russian Emperor's in- 
structions to Kuropatkin not to retire 
beyond Mukden were designed to raise the 
gloom that had been hanging over the 
people of Russia since the defeat of Rus- 
sian arms at the battle of Liao-Yang, and 
Kuropatkin assumed the aggressive per- 
haps against his own judgment. 

“Everything seems to hinge on the fall 
of Port Arthur, but I do not console my- 
self with the thought that the capture 
of that ill-fated fortress will bring the war 
to a speedy termination. Its capture will 
give occasion for renewed plans for war- 
fare by Russia, and I am watching keenly 
for such new developments. 


OLD QUARRELS FORGOTTEN. 
“The domestic conditions of Japan are 
highly satisfactory. The history of our 
Diet may be summed up by saying that, 
from the first, it planted itself firmly in 
opposition to the Government on financial 
questions. After my appointment the 
friction became increasingly violent. The 
two great parties, the Constitutionalists 
and the Progressives, held a combined 
front in opposition to my Ministry. Despite 
administrative reforms effected on their 
demand we failed to satisfy them They 
criticised our financi&l meastres as ex- 

cessive and refused to pass the bills. 
“Judging by those conditions, serious 
collisions between the governed and the 
governing were predicted, but when the 


; war came this friction entirely ceased, and 


the House of Representatives, which once, 


| refused to pass a budget of $125,000,000 as 


excessive and unbearable, gave ready and 
willing assent to the first war budget of 
$288,000,000. ‘ 

“ At this session of the Diet the Govern- 
ment will be compelled to present a budget 
; Calling for $388,000,000, and the indications 
are that it will be passed without the 
slightest difficulty. 

“This happy phenomenon is attributable 
to the characteristics of our people. 

“ Before a great national problem our 
people unite, and friends and opponents 


join hands for the accomplishment of our ' 


national purposes. With the great prob- 
lem of the war before them the people of 
our nation have become as one man. We 
have no war party and no peace party, as 
Russia has, but on the contrary our nation 


he would start for Russia in the near 


future. 

When Mr. Nixon leaves New York he 
will probably go first to Sevastopol, where 
most of the ships on the Russian naval 
programme will be built. Many of the ves- 
sels, which a report from Washington said 
would total one hundred, and would consist 
of every kind of fighting craft from the 
most powerful battleships and armored 
cruisers to torpedo boats, are to be finished 
in two year3, which gives color to the be- 
lief that Russia expects the aJpanese war 
to be protracted. 

In order to construct this tremendous 
fleet Mr. Nixon will take to Russia with 
him, it is said, many skilled American arti- 
sans. Much of the material to be used in 
building this fight'ng fleet will also be 
taken from this country. According to the 
plans, Russia expects that the yards under 
the supervision of Mr. Nixon will be able to 
turn out battleships, cruisers, and torpedo 
boats in record-breaking time. 

The magnitude of the undertaking Mr. 
Nixon is'said to have in hand may be ap- 
preciated when it is recalled that the bat- 
Ueship Connecticut, which is now being 
constructed at the New York Navy Yard, 
with the object in view of determining 
whether the Government or private yards 
can build battleships quickest, was twenty 


months under construction from the laying 
of the keel to her launching a few weeks 
ago. 

A great shipbuilding yard ts now being 
built, it is said, at Sevastopol, where is 
located already the third largest plant of 
the kind in the world. How such a great 
fleet as that proposed to be constructed at 
Sevastopol can get past the Dardanelles 
without causing complications with Eng- 
land hag not been explained. 

Another report is to the effect that Mr. 
Nixon has already constructed, and in this 
eountry, no léss than ninety torpedo boats 
for the Czar, and that most of these boats 
have been delivered already. A few of th2 
vessels, it is said. have crossed the At- 
lantic under thelr own steam, while the 
rest have been sent across in sections, to 
be put together in Russia. So far no ves- 
sels that have arrived in New York from 
European and Mediterranean ports in re- 
cent months have said anything about hav. 
ing ssed any torpedo boats eastward 
bound on the Atlantic.

LOREE MAY HEAD 
GRAND TRUNK SYSTEM 


Visit Abroad Said to be for Meeting 
English Promoters. 


EXTENSION TO PACIFIC COAST 


Greatest Railroad Undertaking Now 
Contemplated on This 
Continent. 


Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 27.—It was as- 
werted here to-day that Lorenz F. Loree, 
formerly President of the Rock Island sys- 
tem, is to be at the head of the Grand 
runk Pacific Railway Company. This state- 
ment was made by one of Mr. Loree’s inti- 
mate friends in this city when it became 
known that Speyer Brothers of New York 
nd London have virtually completed plans 
to finance this big railroad system. Ne- 
gotiations, it was learned, have been going 
on in London for some time, and/ only a 
few details remain to be settled. 

The extension of the Grand Trunk system 
to the Pacific coast is the biggest under- 
taking in railroad building now on foot in 
the northern part of the American Conti- 
ment. When completed it will be the most 
northerly railroad from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, and will involve some of the great- 
est engineering plans ever attempted in 
railroad construction. It will open up vast 
@reas of fertile land, which will add mill- 
fons of bushels of grain to the Canadian 
frops. It will also be the shortest route 
from England to Asia, by way of ports 
that are open all the year round. 

Mr. Loreee’s visit to Europe is for the

FLAMES IN BIG TENEMENT. 
Sixteen Families Routed from Bed—Old 
Man Badly Burned. 


Policeman Gleason saw smoke coming out 
ofthe entrance to the butcher’s store of 
Adolph Zigar on the ground floor of the 
big sixteen-family tenement building at 5 
Fast One Hundred and Fifteenth Street 
late last night. Gleason shouted and then 
ran up the stairs. 

The smoke by this time had spread 
through the corridors, and flames were 
bursting out from the foot of the staircase 
on the ground floor. 

Paul Levin, eighteen years old, of 10 East 
One Hundred and Thirteenth Street, heard 
Gleason's cries and swung up over the awn- 
ing in front and thence to the fire escape. 
He ran up the tron steps kicking in the 
windows as he ran and shouting to those 
in the rooms. 

In a minute the fire escapes were crowded 
with women and children. Some clambered 
down and others, paralyzed by fright, clung 
to the rails. Levin urged some of these to 
get to the street. Some of the families on 
the upper floors escaped by going to the 
roof. 

On the third floor lived Adolph Burchardat, 
seventy-five years old, with his daughter- 
in-law, Mrs. Jacob Burchardt, and her two 
children. Alarmed by the shouts of Po- 
liceman Gleason, the old man attempted to 
make his way to the street through the 
flames, carrying the two children in his 
arms. He was forced to drop them, how- 
ever, and they ran back screaming to their 
mother. The old man still continued to try 
to gain the street, but — was forced 
back by the flames. He was badly burned. 

Levin heard the cries of the frightened 
women and children inside the flat, and 
after kicking in the window on his way 
down the fire escape jumped in through 
the broken sashes, and dragged the old 
man to the window. There Fireman Shay 
of Truck No. 26 and James Sheldon, driver 
for Chief Langford, took Burchardat in their 
arms. Then they carried him down the fire 
escape. Snay and Levin then assisted the 
women and children to the ground. 

Two alarms were sent in. The flames 
were kept to the rear of the house. 


LEFT BABY HUNGRY AND COLD. 


Neighbors Fear Destitute Mother Was 
Demented and Wandered Away. 


Patrolman Donohue of the West Thirty- 
seventh Street Station was asked yesterday 
afternoon by occupants of the tenement at 
454 West Twenty-eighth Street to investi- 
gate the cause of cries coming from one of 
three rooms occupied by Mrs. Ellen Gordon 
on the third floor. Donohue forced the 
door opén and found on the bed a baby boy 
about six months old. The mother had not 
been seen by the neighbors since early on 
Saturday night, and the child was suffer- 
ing from cold and hunger. The neighbors 
feared that because of her poverty and mis- 
fortune the mother had become demented. 

Early in November the woman's hus- 
band, Patrick Gordon, forty-four years 
old, a laborer, became ill and could not 
work. On Novy. 17 he was taken to Belle- 
vue Hospital, where he was said to be 
suffering from Bright’s disease. Though 
not well herself, Mrs. Gordon washed and 
scrubbed to support herself and the baby 
in the hope that the husband might be 
cured at the hospital 

Patrolman Donohue took the baby to 
Bellevue. The father ifs still at the hos- 
pital, but knews nothing of the presence 
of the baby. ; 

Mrs. Mary McCue, an elderly woman, of 
458 West Iwenty-eighth Street, reported to 
the police last night that Mrs. Gordon, a 
week ago, had left in her care another 
child, John, eleven years old. Mrs. McCue 
had the por with her. He was sent to the 
Children’s Society rooms. 


STEEL TRUST RAILROAD PLAN. 


Report That It Will Build a Chicago 
New York Line Confirmed. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., Nov. 27.—It is an- 
nounced to-day that the report that the 
Steel Trust had decided to build its own 
line from Chicago to New York, tapping the 
Pittsburg district also, is true. Not only 
does the United States Steel Corporation 
intend to build its road, but it has already 
made a start by shipping into New Castle 
from the Pittsburg, Bessemer, and Lake 
Erie line. 

The Bessemer Road was bullt by Andrew 
Carnegie years ago, when he decided that 
it would be best to have a line of his own 
for coal and coke, and later it passed into 
the hands of the Steel Corporation, which 
has just completed a clever deal in gaining 
a preliminary survey and right of way fora 
line from a point near Butler into New Cas- 
tle, something which the Baltimore and 
Ohio and Buffalo, Rochester and Pittsburg 
Railroads would not have allowed had they 
beeh able to prevent it. 

The Steel Corperation will be in a posi- 
tion to handle the tonnage from the New 
Castle plants on its own railroad when 
the proposed branch is constructed. Hithcr- 
to this enormous freight has been car- 
ried to a large extent over tne Pennsyl- 
vania lines and the Pittsburg and Lake 
Erie. 


NO NEW PARTY, SAYS BRYAN. 


Quoted as Declaring “That Present 
Democracy Is Good Enough. 


' Special to The New York Times. 

OMAHA, Neb., Nov, 27.—A special from 
Kansas City, published here this morning, 
says William J. Bryan was in Kansas City 
yesterday, and met W. C. Wetmore of St. 
Louis by appointment to arrange for a hunt 
of big game in the Ozarks. 

Mr. Bryan denied that his meéting with 
Mr, Wetmore was to talk politics or to 
arrange for a conference of Democrats. 

‘“‘The story that I sent out letters to the 
Democrats of the South is untrue,” he 
said. “I sent out no letters and there 
could have been no conference. My plans 
do not include a conference of any sort, 
at least not in the immediate future.” 

Asked if there was anything in the talk 
of forming a new party, Mr. Bryan said: 

“That story is preposterous. It would 
take years to build up an organization to 
take the place of the present Democratic 
Party. Such an idea has not presented it- 
self to me. The party of to-day is good 
enough for me and I shall continue to strive 
to make it the party of a majority of the 
people.” 
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PARENTS FACE BULLETS 
TO PROTECT DAUGHTER 


They Are Dying in the Hospital, the 
Doctors Say. 


POLICE HUNT SON-IN-LAW 


Arrest One Man Who They Say Was in 
Trio That Invaded Ammanworths’ 
Brooklyn Apartment. 


Charles Ammanworth and his wife Mary 
of 825 Melrose Street, Brooklyn, are in the 
German Hospital, in that borough, each 
suffering from bullet wounds which, the 
doctors say, are mortal. The police say 
that the Ammanworths received these 
wounds while they were defending their 
daughter from the attack of her husband, 
Harry Strouse, and two other men, who, 
the police say, invaded the Ammanworth 
apartment late on Saturday night. First 
versions of the shooting were meagre. 

Strouse, the police say, Was released from 
the Elmira Reformatory last March, after 
having served eighteen months there for 
burglary, While he was in prison, the po- 
lice declare, Mrs. Strouse went to live with 
her parents, but joined her husband again 
when his term ended, Four weeks 480, 
however, she went back to her parents. 
Last Saturday she went to the Manhattan 
Avenue Court and got a warrant for his 
arrest for abandonment. 

On Saturday night, the police say, Strouse 
went with two men to the Ammanworths 
home. One of his companions, the police 
say, was Charles Lauber, twenty-three 
years old, of Maspeth. Lauber, it is said, 
was sent up stairs to ask Mrs. Strouse to 
come down and see her husband. 

Mr. Ammanworth met Lauber, and told 
him that Mrs. Strouse wanted nothing more 
to do with her husband. William Storrs of 
74 Nassau Avenue was visiting the family 
at the.time, and this news was also taken 
down stairs to Strouse. 

“T'll get even with her,”’ the police de- 
clare Strouse said. 

Then, the police say, the three men went 
up stairs and went through the kitchen 
door. Mrs, Ammanworth confronted them. 
Strouse started toward his wife, who was 
in a corner, but Mrs. Ammanworth seized 
Strouse. Then, it is said, Lauber began to 
shoot at Storrs. Strouse, the police say, 
began to fire at his wife. Mrs. Amman- 
worth told the police later that she got be- 
tween her daughter and Strouse. She was 
shot in the breast and the neck. 

Mr, Ammanworth then entered the kitchen 
and stood in front of his daughter to 
shield her. He was shot twice. 

When both of the Ammanworths fell the 
three men ran away. Detectives yesterday 
arrested Lauber. He had two revolvers, 


partly loaded. He denied connection with 
the shooting, but he was taken to the hos- 
pital and put in front of Mrs. Amman- 
worth. She declared positively that he was 
the man who had started the shooting. 
Lauber was arraigned later in the Man- 
hattan Avenue Court, and was held for 
examination to-morrow. The police are 
hunting for Strouse and the other man.

EARS TARIFF REDUCTION. 


Tobacco Trade May Fight Taft’s Plan to 
Encourage Philippine Trade. 


Secretary of War Taft's plan to reduce 
the duty on tobacco from the Philippines 
to 25 per cent. of the Dingley rates, which 
he has announced he will push to the ut- 
most of his ability at the coming session 
of Congress..%.4s aroused the domestic 
trade. Resuiutions have been passed by or- 
ganizations of growers, cigar manufactur- 
ers, and the cigarmakers’ unions, and they 
may unite in order to retain counsel to op- 
pose Secretary Taft's project. 

The rate proposed would be 8% cents a 
pound, and as the value of the tobacco in 


Manila is a little over 5 cents a pound, the 
value landed in San Francisco, freight and 
duty paid, would be about 14 cents a 
emer The price for New England-grown 

avana seed leaf tobacco this year fs 18 
to 20 cents, and for broad leaf from 25 to 22 
cents, while the price of the Pennsylvania 
crop this year is from 12 to 16 cents a 

ound. The duty alone on Havana filler 
eaf is 28.cents under the reciprocity treaty 
with Cuba ,and on wrapper the duty alone 
is ed a pound. 

Cigars manufactured in Manila can be 
laid down in San Francisco at prices which 
will admit of their sale at 5 cents each, or 
even six for a quarter, with profit. 

The cigarmakers’ unions in particular are 
preparing to make a vigorous campaign 
against the proposed reduction. One of 
their strongest arguments is a memorial 
presented to Mr. Taft, when he was Gov- 
ernor of the Philippines by the Tobacco 
Workers’ Guild of Manila, setting forth the 
prices at which the various grades and sizes 
of cigars could be landed fn San Francisco 
under the duty now proposed. This sched- 
ule, they declare, shows that if the desired 
reduction 1s made the American cigarmak- 
ing industry will be ruined.

The citizen of New York will need to 
develop a hitherto neglected sense—that 
of absolute direction.

Unless the 
average man does this on arriving at an 
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unaccustomed station, the chances are 
many to one that he will start off in the 
wrong direction, hesitate after he has 
gone a hundred feet or 80, take counsel 
with himself, and finally decide that the 
shortest way to the west is not by the 
east. Some stations are more confusing 
than others. We know one native New 
Yorker with a normally developed bump 
of locality who has frequent occasion to

at stations of which the environments 
are as familiar as those of the Grand 
Central or Times Square, the average 
passenger is likely to find himself on the 
street at a point different from what 
he expected and to start first in the 
wrong direction and recover himself with 
a foolish grin of self-deprecation. 

There is nothing mysterious in this. 
Very few people have the sense of lo- 
cality sufficiently developed to avoid be- 
coming twisted by going into the Sub- 
way at one point and coming out at an- 
other. This involvés numerous changes 
of direction without the right angles of 
intersecting streets to keep him in touch 
with the points of the compass, and he 
naturally loses all idea of ‘ where he is 
at” in relation to familiar landmarks. 
He has no occasion to be impatient with 
himself on this account. It is the usual 
if not the universal experience. 


FACILIS DESCENSUS— 

Lovers of football may well feel con- 
cerned at the depth to which has sunk a 
game which at one time furnished 
healthful exercise to young barbarians 
all at play, steeled their muscles, filled 
their veins with red aerated blood, and 
cultivated good temper and generosity, 
To find these fine old traits one has to 
search the schools where little boys in- 
dulge in the game without noseguards 
and padded jackets, where neither the 
prestige of a college nor bets are at 
stake. For football has gone the way of 
boxing; it has degenerated into pugilism 
in the mass, and, unfortunately, there 
are few of the vices of the prize ring 
lacking to the disgusting spectacles our 
collegians now make of themselves. 

In its present commercial aspect at our 
universities football has evolved a class 
of players who may be termed temporary 
professionals, selected as they are for 
their ability to stand battering and 
bruising and their quickness to seize 
any chance to maim their opponents. 
The coarse tone which a university is 
supposed to mitigate in youth, if not 
eradicate, is encouraged by these stimuli 
to brutality, and younger people of both 
sexes are led to admire the very traits 
a college education should suppress. The 
degeneracy of football has reached so 
low a level that parents are already stip- 
ulating with their sons that they shall 
not go to the university at all unless they 
promise not to play football. This may 
be weakness on their part—in the eyes of 
their offspring—deplorable weakness; 
but from the parental side perhaps we 
may be magnanjmous enough to allow 
the argument, that since the starting of 
their offspring on their careers with as 
little handicap in the way of broken 
bones and absent noses and ears as pos- 
sible is not only their natural desire but 
in some sense their duty, why, objection 
to football on their part is not exactly 
a crime! 

Some one has said that in the Rugby 
game boys kick the ball, in the Irish 
game they kick the ball when they can- 
not kick the other boy; while in the 
American they all sprawl on the ball 
and kick each other to pieces. Of course 
the picturesque and entertaining sides 
of the game are gone; not even before 
they are smeared with dirt are they ob- 
jects that self-respecting eyes care to 
dwell upon, and soon after the play opens 
one discovers that their manners and 
morals are not belied by their hideous 
exterior. 

Since commercialism appears to have 
wrought this sad sea-change into some- 
thing far from rich and rare, the appeal 
might be to the business acumen of the 
managers of these bands of budding ruf- 
fians. Without spectators of a fairly 
respectable sort the gate money wi!) fall 
off, and where will college football be 
then? As parents who take some care 
of their sons are objecting to the game 
for their own, so parents who watch over 
their young daughters already hesitate 
to allow them to visit the field of sordid 
carnage; while grown people, perceiv- 
ing that the rules of the game have 
made it an immensely dull and stupid 
performance, giving no scope for indi- 
vidual grace, dexterity, and swiftness 
besides, are prepared to avoid football 
matches hereafter as they would the 
pest. 

One’s sincere sympathy goes out to the 
Presidents and professors of our col- 
leges at this ruin of a gallant and health- 
giving game, which it has been beyond 
their power to avert. It may be doubted 
whether reform be possible; the evil will 
have to cure itself and football disappear 
for a time. That it can go on in its 
present state is impossible. The descent 
to Avernus is too steep and the slope is 
greased with greed. The sooner the 
game is discontinued the better.

from Tuckahoe and Egg Harbor to Perth 
Amboy and Communipaw from one year’s 
end to the other. 
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ALIEN IMMIGRATION INTO ENGLAND. 

British economists continue to “ view 
with alarm” the steady inflow of alien 
immigration into England. Perhaps 
there is more reason for this than our 
economists would have to deplore a like 
condition of effairs on this side of the 
Atlantic. The capacity of the British 
nation to assimilate such immigration is 
distinctly limited, and whatever the im- 
migrant may in course of time become, 
nothing is more certain than that he 
will not become an Englishman. Per- 
haps this difficulty Mn assimilation ac- 
counts in part for the high proportion 
of crime among such immigrants. Some 
18,114 aliens have already been con- 
victed of serious crimes in London since 
the influx began, and this has cost the 
taxpayers about $630,000. Scarcely less 
serious from the English point of view, 
is the fact that the non-criminal immi- 
gration is rapidly changing the charac- 
ter of large districts of London, which 
have been selected as the locations of 
foreign colonies. The Englishman dis- 
appears before such an army of inva- 
sion. In many parishes Christian 
churches are being converted into Jew- 
ish synagogues, and overcrowding is 
raising rents to figures which are im- 
possible for the English poor. In Step- 
ney, for example, the rentals are now 
said to average three times those of 
any other part of London per unit of 
area. Even the language is disappear- 
ing from these surrendered districts, and 
all the conditions of life there are so 
unfamiliar that the local machinery of 
relief breaks down in every attempt to 
deal with it. What effect the influx will 
ultimately have upon the labor market 
is not yet determined. 


Why So Few Prisoners ? 
From The Boston Christian Register. 

That the war now going on in the East is 
fierce beyond the precedent of any modern war 
is suggested by the small number of prisoners 
taken. In many engagements apparently no 
quarter is asked or given. The combatants 
fight to kill ag well as to conquer. We hear of 
no prison camps nor of any great concourse of 
prisoners anywhere. Out of all the hundreds 
of thousands of men engaged on both sides 
we do not know that there are 5,000 anywhere 
taken from either side. We have no evidence 
that wounded men are killed on the field of 
battle, hut that the number of killed far sur- 
passes the usual ratio between killed, wounded, 
and prisonerg seems evident. It may be that 
the policy of thorough-going slaughter is in 
the end quite as merciful as more humane 
methods would be, the object being to put out 
of action as quickly as possible the greatest 
number of fighting men. It may be also that 
the savagery of this conflict will cause a 
reaction against all war.

Square miles per annum. In all this ad- 
vance it has paid scanty respect to the 
prestige or the rightS of other peoples and 
other nations. Two years ago, as aided 
by the selfish greed of France and Ger- 
many, and unhindered by the equally selfish 
indecision of Great Britain, it had estab- 
lished itself in Manchuria; and, in viola- 
tion of its most solemn pledges, it was pro- 
ceeding to do with that territory what it 
had already done with so large a part of 
Asia. But most important of all, it was 
threatening the absorption of Korea, and 
the destruction of not only the “ prestige ”’ 
but of the right to peaceful expansion and 
even of autonomous existence of Japan. 
Owing to the inefficiency and corruption 
of its governing classes, Russia was indeed 
caught “unprepared” *by Japan. But the 
war began only after it was perfectly evi- 
dent to every observer familiar with the 
methods of Russia, that its 
Government did not intend to make any 
fair and safe arrangement of its relations 
toward Japan or toward the other nations 
interested in the Orient. And in spite of the 
bravery of its soldiers, it has everywhere, 


; CQ Sea and land, been overwhelmingly de- 
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feated. And yet its autocratic and des- 
potic Government, in spite of the great loss 
of every real good which its people are re- 
luctantly enduring, proclaims its intention 
and its right to continue the war indefinite- 
ly. And what for? We are told, in order 
to regain its “ prestige.” 

In the name of political history and po- 
litical morals this alleged right is not only 
to be searchingly examined, but uncondi- 
tionally rejected. On the contrary, I will 
make bold to affirm the following opinion: 
Let us suppose—as is now almost certain— 
that Japan has captured Port Arthur. Let 
us further suppose—as is not improbable— 
that she nas driven Kuropatkin back of 
Mukden and compelled him to retire upon 
Harbin. And, finally, let us suppose—as 
she seems likely to be willing to do— 
that Japan has offered, on terms that 
secure the interests for which so much 
blood and treasure has been spent, to re- 
store to China the sovereignty of Man- 
churia under the protection of the allied 
civilized nations. It would then be not 
only the right, but the duty of these na- 
tions courteously but firmly to advise Rus- 
sia to make terms of peace with Japan. 

And if Russia persisted in showing her- 
self so far out of the pale of civilized 
nations as to insist on more of blood- 
shed, of disturbance of the world's 
peace, and of oppressive exactions from her 
own people, then it would be the right 
and the duty of these nations to tell Rus- 
sia that she must stop. For there is some- 
thing more fundamental and important 
than saving the “ prestige ’’ or ‘‘ the face”’ 
of any Government. And by this action on 
the part of the other and civilized nations 
the true Russia, the people of Russia, 
would probably be not least of all profited.

AUSTRALIAN SMOKERS REVOLT. 


Agitation in the Commonwealth Against 
Tobacco Monopoly. 


From The London Chronicle. 

MELBOURNE, Oct. 21.—There is no cessation 
in the agitation against the branch of the To- 
bacco Trust which now controls practically every 
wholesale and retail house in Australia. 

The first political fruits of the revolt of the 
consumer against the Anglo-American monopolist 
were exhibited in the terms of the alliance be- 
tween the Federal Labor Party and the ten Lib- 
eral Protectionists who declined to join the Reid- 
McLean coalition, The ninth and tenth planks 
of the platform agreed to by the Liberal-Labor 
alliance declared for anti-trust legislation, and 
on the question of the tobacco monopoly for the 
appointment of the present Senate Select Com- 
mittee as a royal commission, with addition of 
members from both houses of Parliament. Fur- 
ther results were forthcoming on Sept. 15, when, 
in the House of Representatives, Mr. Batchelor, 
ex-Minister for Home Affairs, gave notice of his 
intention to move the following: 

‘*That in the opinion of this house, a royal 
commission should be at once appointed to in- 
quire into and report upon 

** (1) The present position of the tobacco trade 
in relation to the production, manufacture, and 
distribution of tobacco. 

** (2) The extent to which it is controlled by a 
monopolistic combination; the best method of 
regulating that trade, whether by nationalization 
or by anti-trust legislation, or otherwise.’’ 

The intervention of the no-confidence motion 
against the Reid-McLean ministry deferred the 
appointment of the commission, but the matter 
will not rest. The monopolists are profoundly 
alarmed, and are moving heaven and earth to 
avert or at least delay inquiry. It is clear, how- 
ever, that one of the issues on which the next 
national elections will be fought in Australia will 
be the nationalization or the better control of the 


tobacco monopoly,

$34,498,138 More Than This Year’s—War 
in Southwest Africa Costly. 


BERLIN, Nov. 26.—The grand total of 
the imperial budget which will be submit- 
ted to the Reichstag next week shows esti- 
mated expenditures of $560,390,225 and esti- 
mated receipts of $487,125,782. 

The prospective deficit is $73,264,443, 
which exceeds that of 1904 by $34,498,138. 
Of this increase $12,185,777 is attributed to 
extraordinary expenses of the war in 
Southwest Africa. The army and p of 
and posts, telegraphs, and railroads w 
decided increases.

As no officer of the Cabinet would feel 
free to decline an invitation to meet the 
Pres:ient unless seriously ill or in deep 
affliction. it was impossible for any Secre- 
tary to decline the invitation of a fellow- 
member of the Cabinet, even as in one or 
two cases where the wives of these officers | 
had only a-slight acquaintance with each 
other and no desire for friendship. With 
the new order, there will be no necessity | 
for the families of the different Cabinet | 
households to meet anywhere but at the | 
White House.

OUR TRADE WITH MEXICO. 


Exports Have Increased by $27,000,000 
in Four Years. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—The recent an- 
nouncement of a proposed new form of cur- 
rency for Mexico lends especial interest to 
some figures just cempiled by the Bureau 
of Statistics regarding the commerce be- 
tween the United States and Mexico. 

These figures show that the exports from 
the United States to Mexico have grown 
from $13,000,000 in 1890 to $46,000,000 in 


1904, speaking in round terms, and that the 
imports into the United States from Mexico 
have grewn from ,009,000 In 1880 te ° 
000, in 1904. Thus, our exports to Mex- 
ico this year were three and one-half times 
as great as in 1890, and eur imports from 
Mexico were practically twice as great as 
in that year. 

An even more interesting fact is found 
in a comparison of the figures of Mexican 
trade with the United States with the tetal 
trade of Mexico. These show that of the 
imports into Mexico in the latest year for 
which infermation is available the United 
States supplied 59 per cent. ef the total 
imports, and that of the exports from Mex- 
ico 76 per cent. was sent to the United 
States. 

Mexica takes from the United States a 
arger share of her total imports than any 
other country in the world except Canada, 
which takes 60 per cefit. of her tmports 
from the United States; and Mexico sends 
to the United States also a larger share 
of her exports than any other country of 
the world except Cuba, ef whose exports 
during the fiscal year 1904 80.6 per cent. 
went to the United States, as against the 
76 per eent. of the total exports of Mexico 
sent to this country.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Movement of Prices in the Week of 
Gold Exports and a Money Flurry. 


General Advance, Nevertheless, and in 
Bonds Even More Than in the 
Stock Market. 


Last week it will be remembered that 
money reached what the market took 
to be the altitudinous height of 4 per 
cent., as though everybody had forgot- 
ten that it reached 8 per cent. last 
year. Exports of gold coin to Germany 
were the cause. The effect was the 
sudden weakness of sterling, which for 
the moment at least checked the loss 
of gold, which was being reflected in 
the decrease of surplus to an incon- 
venient degree. This was not foreseen 
very clearly on Tuesday, and that sés- 
sion was weaker than has been recent 
experience. By Saturday, howveer, the 
nervousness over this factor had so far 
been lessened that the familiar rising 
market had been restored. The result of 
the week’s business is that among 101

Two-thirds of the week’s total business 
of 5,897,267 shares was done in the most 
active and representative dozen. Among 
them there was but one decline, % for 
Missouri Pacific. The most active stock 
was Steel preferred, which advanced the 
maximum among the dozen, or 6%. The 
common advanced 2% upon sales of 495,- 
605 shares. Thus these two issues con- 
tributed one-fifth to the week's total. 
Colorado Fuel was also very strong, ris- 
ing 5% concurrently with the comple- 
tion of its financing. Atchison rose 3 de- 
spite a bad report of earnings, due to 
the floods. Erie rose 144 and Reading 
1%. Other changes were fractional. 

In the bond market the business in the 
Steel fives was as remarkable as in the 
stocks. No fewer than 14923 were sold, 
with an advance of 544, Colorado Fuel 
fives rose 3, but there was no other 
alteration exceeding a fraction among 
the six issues which contributed $28,- 
519,000 to the week’s total $44,076,000 
of business. The character of the very 
active bonds was not strictly of an in- 
vestment sort, but it was more so than 
in recent weeks. The volume in both 
the bond and stock departments was 
smaller than in the preceding week, but 
remained roughly fourfold that of last 
year or 1902. 

There have been few weeks in which 
there have been more or larger improve- 
ments among the less active properties. 
Such high class properties as General 
Electric and Great Northern preferred 
competed with perfect rubbish in large 
advances, For example, there were deal- 
ings of 1,700 shares in the perfectly 
worthless shares of Denver and South- 
west, whose last asset has been sold in 
reorganization; yet it rose 4. In the 
bond market also there were wide fluc- 
tuations among the less active issues, 
and there were not a few declines 
among the general advances.

Church Bell Calls Firemen After | 


Delay of Twenty-five Minutes, 


SMOKE ROUTS HOTEL GUESTS 


One Man, a Stable Helper, and Eight 
Horses Burned—Four Buildings De- 
stroyed and Others Scorched. 


One man and eight horses were burned 
to death, three large stables and a carriage 
factory were destroyed, another large 
stable damaged badly, and half a dozen 
other buildings scorched in a fire early 
yesterday morning in Flushing, Queens 
Borough. At one time the entire business 
section of Flushing was threatened. The 
property loss was estimated at $50,000. 
The fire started at 4:35 o’clock in a frame 
stable located in the rear of 72 Broadway 
and occupied by L. Boyer & Sons of 90 
Water Street, Manhattan. It was discov- 
ered by Policeman Fountain of the Sev- 
enty-sixth Precinct, He pulled the nearest 
alarm box, which was about half a block 
away, but it would not work. Then he ran 
to box 85, two blocks distant. This would 
not work either. Then Fountain ran four 
blocks to box 24, which proved as useless 
as the others, In the meantime Policeman 
Armstrong had pulled box 26, but with no 
better result, 

Then Sergeant Murray at the police sta- 
tion dispatched a messenger to the home 
of Charles Wilson, sexton of St. George's 
Parish Church, fully half a mile distant. 
He was aroused from his bed, hurried to 
the church tower, and tolled the alarm ot 
the church bell. The police records show 
that twenty-five minutes elapsed from the 
time the fire was discovered until the 
alarm was sounded on this bell. 

In the meantime, however, Engineer 
David McLaren of the newspaper train, on 
its way back to Long Island City from 
Whitestone, saw the fire before the train 
left College Point, and blew the locomotive 
whistle all the way from that place to 
Flushing, arousing the firemen. 

By this time the fire had gained tremen- 
dous headway. Flames were shooting high 
in the air, and the light west-wind carried 
sparks in showers over the roofs of the 
buildings. Before the firemen succeeded in 
getting effective streams on the flames the 
Boyer stable was consumed and the flames 
had communicated to the stable of Samuel 
Jackson, a furniture dealer; to the car- 
riage factory of Joseph B. Van Nostrand, 
the stable of Henry McCreedy, to the livery 
stables of Frederick C. Ayer, where there 
were more than sixty horses, and to the 
Flushing Daily Times building. 

The entire central portion of the large 
block bounded by Broadway, North Prince 
Street, State Street, and Farrington Street 
was a blazing mass. Assistance was sum- 
moned from every direction, All the police 
reserves were called out from the Seventy- 
sixth, Seventy-fifth, and Seventy-fourth 
Precincts, also from the First and Second 
sub-Precincts of the Seventy-sixth, 

Firemen arrived from Long Island City, 
College Point, and Whitestone. Engine No. 
163, from Jackson and Steinway Avenues, 
Long Island City, reached Flushing in ex- 
actly twenty-five minutes from the time it 
was summoned. The distance is five miles 
and the road was slippery with light snow. 
The College Point fire apparatus was taken 
to Flushing in tow of a trolley car. 

Of the sixty or more horses in the Ayer 
stables all but five were gotten out. One 


trotter belonging to F. A. Dunham of 
Flushing was so badly burned that it was 
shot. After about an hour of hard fighting 
the firemen got the flames under control, 
and saved the Flushing Hotel and The 
Flushing Daily Times Building. Two or 
three times it seemed certain that both 
structures were doomed. 

All the guests at the Flushing Hotel hur- 
ried from” their rooms in their night gar- 
ments and took refuge in the Fountain 
House, on the opposite side of the park from 
the fire. Practically everything movable 
was taken from the newspaper building, 
piled up on the opposite side of the street, 
and guarded by a squad of police reserves. 
Both buildings were scorched, but are not 
much damaged otherwise. The storage 
wareroom of Samuel Jackson, at 68 Broad- 
way, was also on fire several times, but the 
firemen succeeded in confining the fire to 
the rocf and to one side of the building. 

By 6 o'clock the fire was practically out, 
and a large crowd which had gathered be- 
gan to disperse. Trolley traffic was tied up 
un hour or so, because the firemen laid 
their hose across the tracks. 

After daylight a charred body was found 
in the ashes of the Boyer stable, which was 
found later to be that of James Hogan, a 
helper employ ed on one of the firm’s 
trucks, It is thought that Hogan’s cigar or 
pipe may have set fire to the stable after 
he went to sleep. Hogan was about torty 
years old and unmarried. 

At 9 o’clock yesterday morning a horse 
that had been forgotten was found alive in 
a box stall in the rear of the Ayer stable. 
The stall was underneath the hay loft, and 
the water-soaked hay had protected the 
horse from the heat. How the animal es- 
caped suffocation is a mystery. 


DEAD IN LOCKED APARTMENT. 


Left Near-by Windows Open to Avoid 
Discovery of Escaping Gas, Police Say. 


Instead of accompanying his aunt, Mrs. 
Marcus Wertheim, with whom he lived in 
apartments at 120 East Eighty-fifth Street, 
to spend Thanksgiving Day with his par- 
ents in Albany, Edgar Auer, who was 
twenty-three years old and an office em- 
ploye in a shirt factory on Ninety-first 
Street, remained in this city, and his body 
was found yesterday in his aunt’s apart-

Progressive Stage Society Gives 
First of Series of Plays. 


LABOR QUESTION PORTRAYED 


“The Scab” and the “Miner and Sol- 
dier ” Formed First Offering—Month- 
ly Production to Follow. 


The first productions under the auspices 
of the Progressive Stage Society, an or- 
ganization designed for ‘interesting the 
masses in the teachings and the art of the 
great dramatists by producing modern 
social dramas of progressive tendencies,” 
took place yesterday afternoon at the Car- 
negie Lyceum. Two one-act plays, ‘“ The 
Scab” and the “ Miner and Soldier,” were 
presented. The membership of the society 
furnished the audience. 

“The Scab” told the story of a strike 
from the standpoint of a striker. The 
**Miner and Soldier” dealt with the mass 
and class proposition. In both productions 
professional actors and actresses were 
utilized. From the applause which punctu- 
ated the two performances, the sentiments 
voiced, which were wholly Socialistic, were 
in thorough keeping with the beliefs of the 
auditors. 

Julius Hopp of 203 East One Hundred and 
Fourteenth Street is President of the so- 
ciety and is responsible for the movement 
which gave it birth. 

“The Scab” is an original play, written 
for the society by Elsa Barker. Miss Bar- 
ker witnessed its production from a box. It 
was well acted, little Carline Carman, as 
the child of the man on strike, earning 
much applause. ‘‘ Miner and Soldier"’ is a 
translation from the French, by Tola Do- 
rian and J. Malafayde. Until the member- 
ship is enlarged there will be but one pro- 
duction of plays monthly. Thé propaganda 
of the society includes the following state- 
ment of its mission: 

“A fear is expressed by some that this 
movement will be too exciusiveiy dominated 
by Socialist propaganda to be a success. 
The purposes of the Progressive Stage will 
be brought to the attention of the Socialist 
organization in this city, and no doubt it 
will receive the hearty support and co- 
operation of many Socialists; it has been 
so in Europe, where similar movements 
have been made successful only by the co- 
operation of the working class organiza- 
tions, But it does not at all follow from 
this that non-Socialists will be excluded 
or subdued or that the movement can take 
the torm of a direct political propaganda 
which would repulse those who are not yet 
ready to accept the principles of Social- 
ism. By its nature this dramatic move- 
ment appeals to all who are interested in 
art and progressive thought, regardless of 
their varying aff iliations with different 
schools of thought,”’
